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Contiuuation of the Hiftory of our National 
Debts, and Taxes, 8c. from the Revo- 
lution to the prefent Time. 


UT by thefixth, which im- 
pofed a new additional Duty 
of Excife upon Beer, Ale, 
and other Liquors, to com- 
mence the 17th of November, 
169t, and to continue du- 
ring feur Years, the Crown 
was enabled to borrow 2 
Million, at 7 1. per Cent. and 
one third Part of the Moneys 
atifing by this A&, as well as by the above-men- 
tioned A& for an additional Duty — Beer, Ale, 
tc. after Payment of the 600,000 /. to the Dutch, 
was mortgaged for fecuring the Payments of the 
fame. 

Thus we fee that this Seffion made a great Pro- 
grefs in the pernicious Practice of loading our Com- 
merce and Manufa€tures with Cuftoms and Excifes, 
and mortgaging thefe deftru€tive Duties for a Term 
of Years to come. "Tis true, the Term was but 
thort, but as we were yet in the Infancy only of a 
heavy and dangerous War, might not every one 
have forefeen that, for carrying on the War, we 
Should be obliged to impofe new or additional Du- 
ties, to be mortgaged in the fame Manner, or to 
prolong the Term of the Mortgages we had already 
made, which accordingly happened, as will here- 
after appear? 

One may therefore be juftly furprifed how Men 
of common Senfe could be led into {uch a pernicious 
Praétice ; and the only Caufes that can be affigned 
for it are, the exceflive Care this Parliament had 
to keep their Land Eitates as free as poffible from 
contributing to the public Expence ; and the Dif- 
appointment they met with in their Bill for raifing 
a@ Million upon the Credit, or by the Sale of the for- 
feited Eftates in Jre/and; for tho’ this Refolution 
was agreed to by the Commons nemine contradicente, 
and tho’ the Bill paffed through their Houfe almott 
in every Step unanimoufly, yet it was, it feems, as 
unanimoufly rejected, or, at leaft, dropp’d in the 
Houfe of Lords. Far be it from meto fay, that this 
was becaufe moft of the leading Men in that Houfe 
expected to get a Share of them for nothing, in Cafe 
= remained, as they then were, at the fole Dif- 
pofal of the Crown. 

Thefe, I fay, were the only Reafons that could 
induce the Commons to fall into fo pernicious a 





 Pratice ; for as to the Court, the Maxim was {aid 


to be, that running the Nation in Debt was adding 
Security to the Revolution Eftablifhment ; becaule 
the publick Creditors would all be, of Courfe, for 
fupporting it, according to that Maxim which we 
have from divine Authority, as well as human Ex- 
perience, Fer where your Treafure is, there will your 
Heart be al. To which I malt add, that feme of 
the Dutchmen, who chen had an Influence at Court, 
were not, perhaps, forry to fee us loading our 
Trade with Taxes, becaufe we were then the only 
Rivals their Countrymen had, either in Commerce 
os Manufadciures.

In the third Seflion of this-Parliament,-which be- 
gan Odober 22, 1691, and ended February 24, 
1691-2, the following Supplies were granted, vie. 

I. That a Sum not exceeding 1,575.890/. be 
granted to their Majefties for the Charge of the Na- 
vy to be fet out for the Year 1692, including the 
Ordnance,end the Charge of building onedry Dock, 
and two wet Docks at Port/moutb. 

II. ThataSum sotexceeding 1,935,787/. 16s. 34. 
(together with the Sum of 165,000 /. to be anfwered 
out of the Revenue of Jre/and) be the Sum for the 
Land Forces for the Service of the Year 1692, in 
order to the carrying on a vigorous War againt 
France. 

Thus, befides the hereditary Revenue, the Total 
of the Supplies granted for the Service of the Year 
1692, amounted to 3,676,677/. 164. 34. and the 
Ways and Means for raifing thefe Supplies were as 
follow, vix. | ; 

I. An AB for granting to their Majefties certain 
Impofitions upon Beer, Ale, and other Liquors, for ome 
% 


Ll. Aw AG far granting an Aid to their Majefies of 
the Sum of 1,651,702 1. 184. towards carrying on @ 
vigorous War againft France. And, 





III. An A& for raifing Money by a Poll, payable 
quarterly for one Year, for carrying on a vigorous War 
againfi France. 

The firkt of thefe A&ls was a Continuance of the 
fecond A& of the former Seffion before-mentioned, 
for a Year longer; and as the faid fixth A& of the 
former Seffion commenced the 17th of November, 
1691, we may fee, that the Excife upon Liquors 
muft have been very heavy for the Year 1692. The 
The feeond was likewife a Continuance of the faid 
firt A& of the former Seffion, for another Year. 
And the third was founded upon Refolutions fo fin- 
gular, that I think it neceflary to give them at 
large, as follow, viz. January 23, Refolved, 

I. That towards the faid Poll all Perfons do pay 
12d. quarterly, except the Poor receiving Alms, 
and their Children under fixteen Years of Age; as 
alfo the Children under Sixteen of all Perfons ex- 
empted from contributing to Church and Poor ; and 
ofall Day Labourers and Servants in Hafbandry ; 
and of fuch as have four Children or more, and are 
not worth 50 /, 

If. That every Gentleman, or reputed Gentle- 
man, worth 3000./. and every Perfon above that 
Quality, and under the Degree of a Peer, do pay 
204. quarterly. 

Ill. That Tradefmen, Shopkeepers, and Arti- 
og worth 300/. or upwards, do pay 10 5. quar- 
terly. 

IV. That every Perfon charged, or chargeable to 
the Militia, with finding an Horfe or Mare, to pay 
205. quarterly, for every Horfe over and above 
what he is charged with on any other Head. 

V. That every Perfon not contributing an Horfe 
to the Militia, who keeps a Coach and Horfes, do 
pay 204. quarterly, over and above what he is 
charged with on any other Head, except fuch as 
keep Stage, or Hackney Stages. 

VI. Thatevery Perfon keeping an Hackney, or 
Stage-Coach, or Coaches, do for every Coach pay 
1d, 55, quarterly. 

Vi, That every Lord of Parliament, Spiritual 
or Temporal, do pay 102. quarterly. 

VIII. That Nopjurors do, in every Cafe, pay 
double. 

1X. That all Attornies, Proétors, and other Of- 
ficers of all Courts, Ecclefiaftical and Civil, be 
charged as Gentlemen. And, 

X. That all Clergymen, Preachers, and Teach- 


. ers, inany on rye whatfoever, who have by 


Benefice, Contribution, or otherwife, 80 /. per Ann. 
or upwards, be charged as Gentlemen. 

Now, tho’ it is probable, that this Poll Tax pro- 
duced a pretty large Sum of Money; yet it is a 
Queftion whether this, with the two other Taxes 
above-mentioned, would anfwer the Supplies grant- 
ed in this Seflion : But if they did not, the Houle of 
Commons in this Seffion cannot be charged with not 
raifing the whole of the Supplies within the Year ; 
becaufe they paffed two Bilis this Seflion for appro- 
priating the forfeited Eftates in England and Ireland 
to the Ufe of the War, which were fent up to the 
Lords February 12 ; but though a Meffage was fent 
to their Lordihips on the 18th, to refrefh their Me 
mory as to thefe two Bills, neither of them ever 
found its Way back tothe Commons. And I muft 
likewife obferve, that on the 19th of Fanuary, the 
following Refolation of the Committee of Ways and 
Means was agreed to by the Houfe, wiz. 

* That the Salaries, Fees, and Perquifites of all 
* Officers under the Crown, (except 500 /. per Ann. 
* to be allowed to iuch refpeétive Officers) except 
the Salaries to the Speaker of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, the Lords Commiffioners of the great Seal, 
the Judges, foreign Minifters, and the Commiffion 
Officers ferving in the Fleet and Army. And al- 

fo Be rsapaaas: granted by the Crown, except the 
* Penfions payable to the n-Dowager, and the 
* Princefs dan of Denmark; and fuch other Pen- 
* fions at thould be excepted by the Houfe, be ap- 
* plied towards carrying on a vigorous War againtt 
* France.’ 

This was truly a Patriot Refolution; but the 
Courtiers, and their Abettors in the Houfe, took 
fuch effectual Meafures, that the true Patriots were 
never able to bring it the Length of a Bill.

In the fourth Seffion, which began Nowember 4, 
1692, and ended March 14, 1692-3, the following 
Supplies were granted, wix.

es of the Ordnance, and the finifhing their 
Majetties naval Yard at Hamofe near Port/mouth, and 
the building four Bomb Veffels, and eight new Ships 
of the fourth Rate. 

IT. That for making good the Sum of 1,341,700 /. 
intended to be raifed by the A& for a quarterly 
Poll, a Sum not exceeding 750,000 /. thould be 
granted to their Majefties. 

Ill, That a Sum not exceeding 2,090,563 /. 194. 
64. thould be granted to their Majetties, for the 
Charge of the Land Forces for the Year 1693, in- 
cluding the extraordinary Charge of the Office of 
Ordnance in relation to the Land Service, and the 
Charge of the Tranfports, Hofpitals, Contingen- 
cies, and other extraordinary Charges of the War. 

Thefe were the Supplies granted by this Seffion, 
amounting in the whole to 4,767,080 /. 9s. 6 4. 
that is to fay, 4,017,080 /. gs. 64. for the cur- 
rent Servcie, and 750,000 /. for making good the 
Deficiency of a former Fund: And the Bonds pro- 
vided for raifing thefe Supplies were, 

I. An A& for granting to their Majefiies an Aid of 
45. in the Pound for an View, Sor carrying on a@ wiga- 
rous War againft France. 

Il. Am A& for granting to their Majefties certain 
Rates and Duties of Excife upon Beer, Ale, and other 
Liquors, for fecuring certain Recompences and Adwan- 
tages, im the faid A@ mentioned, to fuch Perfons as 
foal voluntarily advance a Million, towards carrying 
on the War againft France. 

III. An Ac} for granting to their Majefiies certain 
additional Impofitions upon feveral Goods and Merchan- 
dizs, for the profecuting the prefent War againft France. 

IV. Am AB for the Review of the quarterly Poll 
granted to their Majefiies in the laft Seffions of this pre- 
Jent Parliament. 

V. An AB for continuing certain A&s therein men. 
tioned, and for charging feveral joint Stocks. 

From the very ‘litle of the fecond of thefe A&e 
we may fee, that this Seffion returned again to the 
Pradtice of raifing Part of the Supplies for the cur- 
rent Service of the Year, by mortgaging the public 
Revenue for a Term of Years, pod in this Way 
they went further than any Seffion had before done 5

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FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Hague, March 11. The Anfwer of the Britith 
Minittry to the King of Pruflia’s Expofition of Mo- 
tives is received here with general Applaufe : Every 
Article therein is anfwered fo convincingly, that all 
who read it with Attention muft neceflarily blame 
the Expofition, which is compofed from the Re- 
port of the Prufian Commiffaries, who have made 
it appear, that Commerce and its Laws are to them, 
as it were a new difcover'd Country, of which they 
are yet only acquainted with the Coafts. 

Paris A-la main, March 12. A Pamphlet enti- 
tled, 4 Confultation of forty DoGors in Cannon Law, 
of the Faculty of Paris, upon the Refufal of the Sacra- 
ments, which was made to the Fanfinifls, Ec. has 
been ordered by the Parliament to be burnt by the 
common Hangman, as flanderous and {chiimatical, 
tending to flir up the Minds of the People, and to 
diflurb the publick Tranquiltty, containing Pro- 
pofitions which are falfe, and contrary to the 
eflablifh'd Maxims and Cuftoms of the Kingdom, 
&c. His Majefty, on Account of fome Abufes which 
have been occafioned by Perfons giving Liveries 
like thofe of the Court, has caufed two Ordinances 
to be publifhed, prohibiting all Perfons of what 
Rank foever, to give their Servants blue Liveries, 
even tho’ the Lace or Trimmings, fhould be dif. 
ferent from thofe of his Majefty, and alfo prohi- 
biting even the Officers of the Court to give fuch 
Liveries without a Permiffion in Wsiting from the 
Matter of the Horfe. 

Paris A-la-main, March 16. Some new Diffe- 
rences have arofe between the Clergy and the Par- 
liament, on Account of the Regiftry of the Parlia- 
men’s Arret, which condemns the Thefis maintain- 
ed by the Carmelites of Lyons, and obliges thofe 
Fathers to retract the Arguments therein {upport- 
ed: This Arret was to have been regifter’d in all 
the Theological Schools within the Juriidiction of 
the Parliament, but has hitherto been only re- 
gifter’d in fome, moft of them having ftarted Dif- 
ficulties in order ¢o gain Time.

They proceeded on their intended Voyage with 
favourable Winds, and made the Coaft of Cape Bre- 
tos, ‘at about ro Leagues to the Weftward the if 
of December. Therecame that Day a gale of Wind 
eafterly, with a Storm of Snow, and exceeding cold. 
The Crew being much fatigued with it, preffed the 
Captain to make the beft of his Way to the South- 
ward, which was immediately done by a general 
Confent ; the Cargo which was on Board bei 
proper for the Weft InJia Ma:ket. The Wind the 
2d of December was more moderate, and varied to 
the Northward and Weftward, and continoed not 
blowing ever hard until the 4th in the Night, when 
a Storm arofe at W. N. W. and they continued be- 
fore the Wind the remaining Part of the Night. 
The next Day the Storm ae about four in 
the Afternoon the Pump was feck'd, but about five 
the Captain and Crew found they bad fprung a Leak, 
and required both Pumps, which were fer to Work 
dire&ly ; but notwithftanding all they could do, it 
continued gaining upon them ; and about Fight in 
the Evening they found the Veffel to be full of Wa- 
ter, and pumping to be of no Manner of Service. 
They had all this Time no Sail fet, excepting the 
Forefail, which they fecared as foon as poffible, and 
got the Fore yard clofe down, the Vediel then re- 
maining to the Mercy of the Seas and full of Water, 
The Crew: had then no Thoughts in this difmal Si- 
tuation, but to fecure what Provifion and Water they 
could and get fome falt Pork and Beef from out of 
the Steerage, and likewife two fmall Cheefes. The 
Meat they fecured by making a Hole, and then put- 
ting a Rope through it, wnh which they tied i: to 
the Quarter deck, which was the only Part that re 
mained out of the Water. The Negro man, Long- 
ford by Name, and Cook, were both loft that Night 
The fecond Day after this proved moderate, when 
they broke open the Forecaftle, by which Means two 
Caiks of Water, and a Barrel and a idalf of Apples
